Effective tomorrow, July 9, An= 
dover will go on enforced water 
restrictions with violators facing 
the prospect of complete curtail- 
ment of their access to the muni- 
cipal water supply, 

Town Manager Richard Bowen 
said in stating the necessity for a 
tighter control on water usage 
that the level of Haggett’s Pond 
is now slightly more than four 
feet below what can be considered 
normal for this time of year, 

Both the manager and Water 
Supt, Donald C, Bassett said 
earlier in the season that a drop 
to seven feet below the full-pond 
level could create a critical pres- 
sure situation, leaving the town 
short of the force it would need to 
fight a major fire, particularly in 
the central business district,

Totally banned are the following: 

1, Lawn watering 

2, Car washing, 

3, The filling or re-filling of all 
swimming pools, permanent or 
portable, 

These restrictions, said Manager 
Bowen, will remain in effect until 
further notice,

The busy band of Andover parents and teenagers who 
have chosen, through the American Field Service, to make 
international relationships their personal business are 
doing the world a favor that reflects well upon all of us. 

It would be naive to expect miracles from the sort of 
face-to-face confrontations that organizations like AFS 
arrange between U. S. and foreign students and their 
families. A 12-month home stay in the U. S. (or abroad) 
plus a quickie summer tour is no sure cure for miscoricep- 
tions.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

A puzzle at the Annual Town 
Meeting last March was that 
spokesmen for the Office of Select- 
men repeatedly stated that no place 
for the proposed town hall had ever 
been suggested other than the Shaw 
property, 

The record is that during the 
past two years letters have been 
sent to several town officials, the 
Taxpayers Association and others 
interested in our civic affairs, 
Suggesting that the town hall be 
built on property which the town 
owns on Shawsheen Road and which 
is large enough to accommodate 
high school, town hall and public 
works building, 

That location shall eliminate 
all the new problems that shall be 
created no matter where the hall 
is built in, or near Andover Square, 

1) No tax producing land or 
buildings shall be removed, 

2) The cost to develope the site 
would be not much more than shall 
be the cost of land taking and 
buildings in the high property value 
area, Developed in conjunction with 
the high school site it would be even 
less, 

3) It shall locate townhall where 
its activity shall be of the most 
advantage to the citizens of the 
future, high school pupils, 

4) It shall removetown hall from 
some of the influence of petty 
politicians, 

5) It shall reduce the costs of 
rented wire for computor service 
‘between buildings, 

Thirty years ago the town of 
Weymouth, Mass, built its town 
hall and high school at what was 
then ‘‘far out in the country’’, 
Ten years ago the town of Scituate 
did the same thing and added a 
central police station, Last March 
the town of Hingham voted to build 
its new library and town hall a full 
mile south of its business center 
and in the ‘*country side’’, 

On page 19 of the Friday, June 
25th issue of the Lawrence 
ribune, there is a picture showing 
Salem, N, H. new high school and 
town office building a third of a 
mile away from the business 
center, 

It is hoped that Andover shall 
become realistic this time, The 
present town hall could be used 


for the police station and all public 
safety activity,

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

In answer to your offer of space 
in your newspaper for a discus- 
sion of a new Town Hall, I would 
like to express my ideas on this 
subject, Why not use a portion of 
our Park; i, e., that area fronting 
along Bartlet Street, fora building, 
or buildings, housing the Town 
Offices, the Police Station, a new 
Fire Station and a section at the 
southerly end of the Park for School 
Department office space, This 
development, including the neces- 
sary parking area at the rear of 
the buildings would utilize less than 
one half of the present park and 
enough land would be retained at 
the easterly end to provide a 
smaller Park, 

The use of this town-owned land 
would result in a $100,000 plus 
saving to the Taxpayer, In addi- 
tion, the parking area could also 
do double duty when events are 
held in the Memorial Auditorium 
or at the Playstead, 

One heating plant could service 
all buildings, One modern booke 
keeping department with data pro=- 
cessing equipment could handle all 
town business, including that of 
the school department, One central 
telephone switchboard could handle 
all calls, 

The present Town Hall, Fire 
Station and one small privately 
owned section of land to the rear 
of the fire station could then be 
used for municipal parking which 
is badly needed in that section of 
the business district. This would 
also give the property-owners on 
Park and Barnard Streets some 
incentive to erect some good tax= 
producing property, 

The Main Business District 
seems to be growing ina southerly 
direction along Main Street and, 
with the Town Buildings along 
Bartlet Street, I am sure, in due 
time, private interests would 
develop the entire area bounded by 
Main, Chestnut, Bartlet Streets, 
and Punchard Avenue, 

In this age when we hear so 
much talk about taking land by 
Eminent Domain, let us take some

Stops Short Of Need

It was on this basis that Supt, 
Edward I, Erickson and members 
of the staff at the State Division 
of Special Education directed the 
League to these particular schools, 
the idea being that it made little 
sense to study programs offered 
in systems that are doing less for 
the retarded than is already being 
done in Andover, 

Digging deeper, League mem- 
bers met outside the school system 
with leaders in every field of 
personal development to discover 
how adequately the community is 
providing what it takes to help the 
retarded mature to the full extent 
of their potential, Their 20-woman 
committee interviewed religious 
leaders, private and public health 
and welfare agencies, guidance 
personnel, librarians, youth move- 
ment leaders, recreation people 
and various associations for the 
retarded etc, 

From a mountain of information 
about what is and is not done, 
particularly for the potentially 
self-sufficient retarded youngster, 
the League committee asked for 
its organization's stated Support of 
measures which would bring about 
these ends: 

1, Social opportunities and voca= 
tional training for the educable 
retardate, (50-80 IQ) 

2, The establishing of a sheltered 
workshop where moderately 
(35-50 IQ) and the severely 
(20-35 IQ) retarded can be em= 
ployed according to their capabili- 
ties, 

3, Development of a fixed or 
central refering serviceto coordi= 
nate all information regarding 
services available for the ree 
tardate, 

What Exists 

What is available here for the 
trainable child, the youngster who 
generally performs between the 
pre-school and second grade level 
or to a mental age of seven? 

This child, says the League 
report, frequently also has 
physical handicaps (poor sight, 
poor speech, poor motor coordina= 
tion) to further complicate his life, 
He is a youngster who needs a 
great deal of physical attention, 
one who will require some type of 
supervision and care throughout 
his life, Simple tasks like dressing 
and feeding are so difficult for this 
child that it may take him years to 
succeed with them, 

There was a time when this 
kind of retarded child was hidden 
away at home or confined to an 
institution, Today, says the 
League, 95% of our retarded are 
cared for outside institutions which 
put increased pressure on the 
community to provide what they and 
their parents need, 

The condition of the trainable 
child is usually diagnosed between 
birth and three years of age, At 
this point his parents need counsele 
ing and guidance of the sort avail- 
able to them through the Greater 
Lawrence Guidance Center in Lawe 
rence, This center is staffed with 
qualified psychologists, psychi- 
atrists and social workers there 
to help families understand and 
cope with their reactions to a re- 
tarded child and to the problems 
he must be equipped to face, 

Early education is possible for 
the trainable child through the 
Greater Lawrence Pre-School. 
Nursery for Retarded Children at 
Burke Memorial Hospital for $3 
per week, Unfortunately, the school 
is now equipped to handle just 12 
youngsters, the maximum the state 
will allow in one class, 

Once the trainable child is five 
to seven years old, Andover offers 
a special program for his education 
at Jackson School. The trainable

b) Making a distinction between 
the severly retarded and the mildly 
retarded is important, When these 
groups are placed in classrooms 
apart from one another, itis easier 
to clarify this, 

After School 

What help is there for theparent 
who must try to provide Supers 
vised leisure time activity for the 
trainable child? 

There are neighborhoods where 
other children and their mothers 
will make a place for the retarded 
youngster in the normal routine 
of the play day, But in some areas, 
such children are rejected, 

Andover is completely lacking 
in special activities for the trains 
able child, according to the League 
study, The staffs of groups 
operating youth programs within 
the community however, all ex 
pressed a willingness to do some 
thing on an individual or grou 
basis if parents will come forward 
to request it, 

There are, says the League, 
some programs for trainables in 
Lawrence: i.e, religious instruc 
tion, Scouting, a two-week summer 
camp and a summer playground 
program, These programs are 
open to Andover youngsters, bit 
transportation is a problem, _ 

For the older trainable chili, 
16-18, there is a GLARC Re 
tarded Children’s Training Center 
which provides limited occupa 
tional and social experiences in- 
cluding a woodworking program 
for boys, homemaking and crafts 
for girls and speech therapy fo! 
those who need it, and som 
swimming, dancing, bowling 

Unfortunately, says the League 
report, this training program }s 
not offered during the summer 
months, Ideally, a sheltered work

Such efforts, most of them new, 
are progress, however.
